2. In 1966, Dr. Low wrote a letter to Dr. 
Condon saying that if the project were set up 
right, to the public it would appear to be a 
totally objective investigation, whereas it 
would be actually set up exclusively by non 
believers, and would probably give a great 
amount of information against there reality. 

3. Condon and Low began to ignore all 
sightings which had true concrete evidence. 

4. Drs. David Saunders and Norman Levine 
were fired by Condon on February 9, 1968 for in¬ 
competence, as he Condon claimed. The two 
scientist claimed they were fired because they 
made public Low’s 1966 proposals. Condon claimed 
he had never seen the letter until February of 
1968. Hhen he did find out, he fired the two 
scientist, who opposed Condon’s suggestion. 

Condon has now finished his report giving 
1485 page study. The results should be obvious.

N ORMAN A. WEIS, mild- 
mannered retired school¬ 
teacher* is probably Buffalo’s 
champion UFO spotter. His 
technique Is telepathy and his 
sighting average is .548. 

In all, Mr. Weis claims 
between 150 and 200 high 
sightings (1000 feet away or 
more) and 11 close ones — as 
close as 20 feet away. 

Norman Weis, 68, is what 
they call a true believer. But 
his looks belie his fervor for 
Che extraterrestial. BakRng, 
but with enough graying hair 
to garnish nnost of his head; 
comfortably middle aged in 
appearance; not short, not tall, 
he’d never stand out* in a 
crowd. 

He doesn’t cuss, doesn’t 
smoke, rarely takes a drink. 
He enjoys The Invaders on TV, 
tries to understand what the 
hippies are all about and votes 
for nun instead of party.

BUT IF YOU HAD 
overheard Norman Weis call 
ing to the saucers in a quiet, 
reverent voice, you’d not forget 
him. 

“If there are Brothers or any 
ships in the sky tonight, may I 
see you**' is what he says. And 
he maintains that since he’s 
been using the audible as well 
as the mental approach, he’s 
produced eight sightings in 23 
attempts.

A 
huge saucer-shaped ship en¬ 
cased in silvery, ionized air, it 
hovered for a minute before 
flying away, Mr. Weis recalls.

THEN THERE WAS the 
“mothership, the height of a 
seven-story building,” over 
Kenmore Ave. near Colvin. His 
wife saw that one, too, and 
when he turned to tell another 
man about it “all the guy did 
was look up and say ‘so 
what?* ” 

There was another, but 
smaller sighting over Kenmore 
Ave. and a cigarette shaped 
ship over the Greater Buffalo 
International Airport and 
others around the U. S. 

The Air Force, which tracks 
down reports of UFOs, has 
concluded after checking more 
than 12,000 cases since 1947: 
“There has been no evidence 
Indicating that sightings 


categorized as ’unidentified* 
are extraterrestrial vehicles.” 

Mr. Weis resfX)nds that ‘‘the 
Air Force’s secret belief 
is that flying saucers are real, 
that they come from other 
planets piloted by immensely 
intelligent beings and they 
have come to observe us.”

HE SAYS the Air Force has 
orders from the CIA to debunk 
the saucers in order to protect 
the American economy from 
upheaval as a result of the 
superior knowledge, the space 
visitors could give us. 

Summer. Mr. Weis notes, is 
saucer time; the skies are 
clearer and people are outside. 
So, if you should see a saucer 
from your backyard, Mr. Weis 
suggests: 

“Appear in the doorway with 
a light behind you (for

Probably Just Balloons

BaMoons designed for the Voyager test program in New 
Mexico may have been some of the uaidentified flying ob¬ 
jects seen over Ohio in recent years. The Dispatch has 


learned. 

Large plastic balloons more 
than 400 feet in diameter 
were manufactured in Minne¬ 
sota and were launched from 
iites in that state for testing 
purposes. 

BALLOONS FROM Minne¬ 
sota could have been carried 
over Ohio by prevailiM 
winds, according' to James CT 
Payne, test director for all 
of the Voyager balloon flfghts. 
The Voyager lifted space 
craft to launching altitudes. 

A large percentage of the 
UTOs over Ohio have beei. 
identified as large round ob- 
jecu dither glowing or re¬ 
flecting a red or orange light 
and moving In erratic or zig- 
xag patterns. 

A Portage County deputy 
sheriff described a UFO as 
being ‘"sort of light blub 
colored, very bright and oval 
ahaped." 


THIS DBClimON would 
fit a plastic balloon, accord¬ 
ing to Sig Stenlund, an engi¬ 
neer with G. T. ^hjeldabl 
Co. of Northfield, Minn. 

The giant baQoons swing 
beck and forth and change 
shape as a result of air cur¬ 
rents.

He thought Holloman Air 
Force Base was involved be¬ 
cause it is a major balloon 
launching site and because 
of the mountainous terrain 
in the photograph. There is 
a chain of mountains on each 
side of the baaa. 

ANY REPORT of unidenti¬ 
fied objects over the south¬ 
western states would have to 
be considered as probably in¬ 
volving balloons because lo 
many are launched from that 
area. Stenlund stated. 

Balloons can be launched 
in the southwest any time of 
the year, but are launched 
from .Minnesota sites only in 
the summer, he said.

Flying saucers really were hovering over the south¬ 
western states during 1H66 and 1967, The Dispatch has 
learned. 

The majority of the sightings were genuine and 
could have been explained, if officials of the U.S. Air 
Force and the National Aeronautics and Space Adminis¬ 
tration had chosen to do so. 

HOWEVER, RATHER than volunteering information 
that would have explained many of the sightings and 
eased the minds of residents of the area, government of¬ 
ficials preferred to deny the validity of sightings. 

A series of tests of balloon-launched spacecraft con¬ 
ducted from Walker Air Force Base in New Mexico was 
responsible for most of the flying saucer reports. 

A discarded spacecraft, at least IS feet in diameter, 
that looked like a flying saucer was photographed In a 
boneyard" by this reporter, while on a tour of the mis¬ 
sile range at White Sands, N. M., six months ago. A guard 
at the site told the reporter it wlm not a flying saucer. He 
called it a space re-entry test vehicle. 

WHEN THE White Sands Information officer waa 
called from Columbus for InformatHin gbout the re-entry 
vehicle, he told the reporter it wu a Uttlc Jee rocket 

The Information officer waa called again after a pho¬ 
tograph taken by this reporter had been mailed to him. 

"Holy Mackerel!" he exclaimed, "I didn’t know that 
was back there." 

AFTER MANY such calls, and repeated vsUs and cor- 
resondence with U.S. Air Force and NAS.A officIaU, 
the facta for this story were gathered.

The spacecraft used in the tests was cone-shaped 
and looked very much like an inverted saucer. A 
NASA scientist told The Dispatch they were jokingly 
referred to as flying saucers Officially, they were 
called ^eroshells. 

WHEN QL'ESTIONiD about the appearance of an 
aeroshell in fbght, an Air Force officer cautiously admit¬ 
ted, "It could conceivably give the illusion of being a fly¬ 
ing saucer." 

The original aeroshell had four rocket engines cap¬ 
able of propelling it at a speed of tnach 1.2 lo mach 1.6. 
or about 1.100 m.p.h. l^tex models had eight larga and 
more powerful rockets and were capable of greater 
speeds. 

The New Mexico tests, eallefl the Voyager Balloon 
Program, involved a system of balloons to lift the sDao*- 
'raft to a launc hing altitude of 130.000 feet 
■ AT THW ALTITUDE the aeroshell was dropped fiwm 
,he balloon and its eight rockets ignited to propel it up¬ 
ward in an arching trajectory, peeking at about 140,000 
feet. 

'The blastoff of the rocket engines and the result¬ 
ing redorange color of the exhausts often waa reported 
by UFD observer!. 

The data gathered in these tests was used in plan¬ 
ning for a landing on Mars because the conditions at these 
altitudes correspond to the rarified Martian atmosphere. 

JUST BEFORE the testing program began in 1966, 
Robert ^ 'Mc.Namara, then secretary of defenae, categor¬ 
ically dehied flying saucers existed, and he saM all of the 
thousands of alleged UFO photographs were only illu¬ 
sions. 

A year later. In March. 1967. a UFY) photographed 
by a New Mexico Univenity student was published by 
newspapers all over tha country. 

The student, who refuaed to be identified, was pho 
tographing land formations for a geology clssa when a 
large globe appeared on the horizon. He aald the object 
made no noise and diaappeared when he looked down to 
change the plates in the camera 

ALTHOUGH NO official explanation was volunteered, 
the UFO was a balloon of the type used to launch aero- 
shells, fine of these balloons sitting on the 50 yard line 
would extend almost 80 feet beyond each end of a foot¬ 
ball field The balloon s diameter was 456 feet, an Air 
Force officer said. 

Although the Air Foret claima the ballhoni wtre- 
always recovered after eachJaunchieg, this may not hive 
always been the caae.
